Mississippi  Baptiste  will  start  2011  with  a 
prayer  campaign  unprecedented  in  both  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
Mississippi  history,  with  prayer  rallies  sched¬ 
uled  in  every  county  in  the  state  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year  and  more  than 


Covering  Mississippi  in  Prayer  will 
off  January  3,  with  the  first  rallies  near  the 
birthplace  of  Mississippi  Baptists  at 
Wooaville  Church  in  Wilkinson  County  at 
9  a.m.  and  Ebenezer  Church  in  Amite 
County  at  11  a.m.  The  final  rally  will  be  in 
Monroe  County  at  4  p.m.  on  March  29. 

In  between  will  be  87  additional  prayer 
rallies  covering  the  entirety  of  the  state. 
Local  Baptist  associations]  offices  and  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 
(MBCB)  will  be  sponsoring  the  rallies. 

"The  vision  began  five  years  ago  when 
the  convention  adopted  Acts  1»  as  its 
theme,"  said  Steve  Stone,  MBCB  associate 
executive  director  for  church  growth.  "The 
convention  theme  for  2011  is  Covering 
Mississippi  in  PrSyi&R&ed  on  Acts  IiXS. 

"By  February  2009,  the  associational 
missions  directors  and  MBCB  staff  had 
come  together  to  develop  the  plan  for  car¬ 
rying  out  the  vision  of  Covering 
Mississippi  in  Prayer.  The  associational 
missions  directors  embraced  the  plan  and 
wanted  to  move  forward.  Regional  areas 
were  created  by  the  missions  directors  to 
work  on  prayer  strategies  for  their  region." 

A  lapel  pin  for  the  campaign  was 
designed  ana  attached  to  individual  cards 
on  which  people  can  make  a  commitment 
to  pray  for  Covering  Mississippi  in  Prayer 
before  8  a.m.  on  every  day  of  2011.  The 
cards  have  been  pouring  into  the  Baptist 
Building  in  Jackson,  Stone  said. 

"We  thought  we  were  being  ambitious 
when  we  ordered  10,000  prayer  warrior 
lapel  pins.  Our  most  recent  order  brings 
the  total  number  to  47,000  pins  with  no  end 
in  sight.  People  have  really  embraced 
Covering  Mississippi  in  Prayer  and  the 
commitment  to  pray  every  day  for  the 
campaign,"  he  said. 

"Covering  Mississippi  in  Prayer  is  sim¬ 
ply  a  call  to  prayer  for  everyone  in  our 
state,"  said  Jim  Futral,  MBCB  executive 
director-treasurer,  who  will  be  the  keynote 
speaker  at  each  rally.  "While  we  all  need  to 
be  praying  regularly  and  fervently,  we  are 
attempting  to  focus  all  of  God's  people  on 
meeting  with  the  Lord  365  days  in  2011. 
The  goal  is  not  just  to  pray  for  Mississippi 
but  for  all  Mississippians  to  be  praying. 

"Our  hope  was  to  enlist  people  who 
would  commit  to  pray  every  morning 
before  8  o'clock  for  our  state  and  beyond. 
We  want  every  town,  city,  and  county  to  be 
filled  with  people  Joining  in  this  effort." 

The  signed  prayer  warrior  cards  that 
have  been  sent  in  will  be  displayed  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Baptist  Building  in  Jackson, 
Stone  said,  ana  even  those  plans  have 
had  to  be  expanded  as  large  numbers  of 
the  cards  continue  to  be  received. 
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Each  rally  will  be  approximately  45  min¬ 
utes  in  length.  The  rallies  will  open  with 
prayer  and  special  music  arranged  by  local 
associational  missions  directors,  followed 
by  a  10-15  minute  address  by  FutraL 

No  chairs  will  be  needed,  but  attendees 
are  welcome  to  being  their  own  seating. 
The  prayer  rallies  are  open  to  all. 

A  special  resource  section  of  the 
MBCB  web  site,  www.mbcb.org,  has 
been  established  to  assist  in  the  planning 
and  promotion  of  Covering  Mississippi 
in  Prayer. 

The  section  includes  items  on  getting 
started,  training  events,  teaching  on 
prayer,  clip  art,  and  a  listing  of  rally 
dates,  times,  and  locations.
